The Ontario Minister 
of Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Affairs Ted 
McMeekin is promising a 
new Local Food Act, that 
would support the agri- 
food industry in Ontario, 
and promote consumer 
choice of local produce, 
especially in what has 
been called the "MUSH” 
sector - municipalities, 
universities, schools and 

“It’s a chance to 
celebrate much of what 
is good about Ontario, 
its produce and its 
producers,” McMeekin 
said, recognizing that 
agriculture, with all of its 
offshoots, is still the “single 
biggest economic driver in 
the province.” 

The Agri-food sector 
registers annual sales 
in excess of $33 billion, 
and one in 7 Ontarians is 
employed in Agri-food. 

The Local Food Act 
is still in the works, 
but the emphasis 
will be on providing 
support to suppliers 
and strengthening local 
processors, increasing the 
opportunities to purchase 
and “celebrate” local 
food, and focussing on 
education to “grow a whole 
new generation of people

who are committed to local food,” 
McMeekin told The Bradford Times. 

The Minister cited Dr. Kevin 
Stolerick of The Martin Prosperity 
Institute at the University of Toronto, 
and Doug Vallery of Experience 
Renewal Solutions: “If every 
household in Ontario spent $10 a 
week on local food, we’d have an 
additional $2.4 billion in our local 
economy at the end of the year” - and 
an estimated 10,000 new jobs. 

"Not additional money, just shifting 
$10 of the weekly grocery money to 
buy local,” could have a tremendous 
economic impact, Me Meekin noted. 

"We’re keen about education, keen 
about expanding the Foodland 
Ontario brand, we’re keen about 
working... with the broader public 
sector,” to promote the use of local 
produce, he said. 

Still to be worked out: what dollars, 
if any, will be available for promotion 
and for new programs. ‘There will be 
some funding available,” McMeekin 
said, but that is still to be worked 
out, through consultation with 
stakeholders. 

So far, there have been 6 formal 
consultations around the province, 
with more to come. "We’re in the 
process of engaging folks,” McMeekin 
said. “The bill will be introduced very 


He also wants to engage members of 
the Opposition parties in developing 
the Local Food Act. “I see this as 
largely a non-partisan thing. There’s 
nothing less political than eating 
well, improving everyone’s health, 
improving the local economy." 

There has already been a positive 
response from the Alliance of 
Ontario Food Processors, which 
has applauded the provincial 
government proposal, stating that 
“the Local Food Act will be an 
important tool to help further build 
this industry.” 

But there is one area that shouldn’t 
look to the government for any 
easing of the regulations - the small- 
scale abattoirs, many of which have 
complained that new, stringent 
government regulations may put 
them out of business. 

“We make no apologies for making 
public health our highest priority,” 
McMeekin said, arguing that many 
E. coll outbreaks have been traced 
back to smaller abattoirs. He noted 
that his government has already 
made $25 million available to assist 
small abattoirs meet the standards, 
and while “we don’t intend to lessen 
the regulations, we are open to 
innovative suggestions.’'

Dinner with the Wiarton Fish Man 


About 4 years ago, food 
critic Marion Kane did 
a story on the “Fish Guy 
from Wiarton,” and his 
technique for hying up 
what she called “the best 
piece offish I’ve eaten." 

Tom Howell is the “Fish 
Guy.” For the past 50 years, 
he's been cooking up fresh 
fish from Georgian Bay at 
Church and community 
suppers across Ontario. 

It's all whitefish, lake 
trout, perch and pickerel, 
caught by First Nations 
fishermen and available at 
the family store, Howell's 
Fish in Wiarton, which was 
founded back in 1952. 

Howell is in demand 
during the summer season, 
doing the cooking at 3 to 
5 fish fries per week, from 
April to October - using his 
store's fresh fish, his own 
light coating recipe, and a 
technique that’s half art, 
half science. 

He cuts the fish fillets to a 
uniform thickness, leaving 



that’s fresh,” Howell says. 
“Pickerel strips. Whitefish 
is excellent. Lake Trout is 
excellent... The reason we 
sell it is because we like it. 

“You put love into it.” 

On September 15, Howell 
was cooking up Whitefish 
for the annual St. John’s 
Presbyterian Church Fish 
Fry, putting love into it - 
selling out all 250 pieces.
